Much against the unanimous wish of 
FATHER BARRETT his parishioners the Rev. John Bar- 
rett has made effective his resignation 
of the rectorship of St. John’s Parish, Oakland, and left the 
parish at the end of April. I want to pay tribute to the ten 
years of faithful and devoted service which he has given at 
St. John’s under growingly discouraging conditions. He has 
worked with an ardor and a steadiness which has at times 
seriously menaced his health. He has given himself with un- 
failing generosity to all who have claimed his ministry. The 
poor, the “down-and-outs,” the vicious he has never turned 
away without the sympathetic attempt to help. He has been 
a genuine and beloved pastor to his own people and their 
leader in parish enterprises. He has encouraged in hard 
times. He has been cheerful and true and Christian in all 
the difficulties which the old parish has faced. Mrs. Barrett 
‘has been one with him in all this fine effort and parish and 
Diocese alike regret their going. : 
. The parish has for some time wished to move its church 
to another site in Oakland. Last fall when the rector pe+ 
signed he was persuaded to stay on until some final disposi- 
tion of the matter could be reached. But such decisions can 
be reached only slowly. The other parishes in Oakland felt 
that provision was already being made for our people and 
our community responsibility in all the sites proposed by 
St. John’s. The Bishop and Standing Committee, who have 
final responsibility in granting permission for such a move 
as was contemplated, were unwilling to take immediate ac- 
tion because the Strategy Committee had planned a careful 
survey of the urban districts of the Diocese. That commit- 
tee had been appointed to advise on precisely such ques- 
tions and this survey was to be the basis of its recom- 
mendations. 

The survey has now been completed. The report on the 
East Bay district is in hand and the committee is now work- 
ing over it and preparing its recommendations. 

All this process takes a long time. We all wish it could 
have been speeded up and that Father Barrett could have 
stayed on at least until a decision had been reached. But 
the strain under which he has been working is very great 
and he is entitled to a long rest and a complete change. 
The good wishes of the Diocese go to him and Mrs. Barrett 
and to the parish which will so greatly miss them.

When, twenty-five years ago, Dr. 
A SIGNIFICANT BOOK Worcester and Dr. McComb pub- 
lished the famous book “Religion 
and Medicine” the principles upon which it was based were 
new and to many good people most startling. Christian Sci- 
ence and New Thought were regarded as strange and menac- 
ing movements. Here and there efforts had been made to ap- 
‘propriate for normal Christianity some of their remarkable 
achievements. The Emmanuel movement was, I think, the 
first consistent and scientific attempt on a large scale to do 
sO. 
Today the situation is-totally different. The place of re- 


ligion in healing is widely understood. The whole tone and 
attitude of Church people has changed, as is well witnessed 


in the new Prayer Book. There are many movements with 


more orsless kinship to Dr. Worcester’s methods in the 
churches. In our own Church we have the Society of the 
Nazarene, the Guild of Health, the Abundant Life move- 
ment. Here in our own Diocese we have the Mission of 
Healing at Grace Cathedral, the work of Mrs. Lincoln and 
Dr. Boyd, beside many and varied kinds of parochial activ- 
ity. The whole situation has changed since “Religion and 
Health” appeared. 

Now after twenty-five years Dr. Worcester and Dr. Mc- 
Comb write again in “Body, Mind and Spirit” of the mean- 
ing of it all, of the new light thrown by psychology and of 
the rich experience of twenty-five years of service. Here 
and there one will withhold assent, at least until further 
light comes; but the book as a whole is illuminating, stimu- 
lating, thought provoking,vastly encouraging and particular- 
ly in its latter part dealing with prayer and the religious life 
most helpful. 

At the recent Quiet Day 
WISDOM AND ENLIGHTENMENT held by the Woman’s 

Auxiliary (this year in 
co-operation with the Daughters of the King) at St. Luke’s 
Church, San Francisco, one of the special requests for prayer 
was “for wisdom and enlightenment.” I don’t know from 
whom it came. I have no idea whether the one who asked 
the prayer is a soul upon whom some darkness has fallen, 
or whether she is looking for guidance in some difficult task; 
or whether hher thought is of the vast need of the whole 
Church for light upon the problems of modern life. But I 
do know that no petition can be more timely. 

The world is full of knowledge. We are deluged with 
“new things.” Every paper and magazine is crowded with 
information. To the making of many books there is no end; 
and merely to look at tthe mass of material to be studied 
about any particular matter is a weariness to the flesh. The 
old Jewish wisdom writer whom I quote was appalled at 
what study meant in his day. What would he think if he 
lived today? 

But with all this knowledge, what of wisdom, that nice 
balance, that well poised judgment, that seeing of things in 
right proportion, that readiness to throw aside prejudice and 
to sacrifice personal desires in the interest of truth and 
reality! What of that enlightened capacity to see clearly our 
own problems, our family troubles and difficulties, to get at 
them with that wisdom which begins in the fear of the 
Lord! The trouble with the world today is that it is stuffed 
with knowledge and has not yet found the wisdom which is 
from above to know how to use it. The trouble with so many 
of our lives today is that we, too, are stuffed with knowl- 
edge, gorged with information, swamped with things to do; 
but helpless because we have not the heavenly light. 

At the beginning of the year I suggested that the thought 
of God as light might be helpful to carry through the year. 
Because God is light we do not pray in vain “for wisdom 
and enlightenment.” 

There are many hope- 
UNDERSTANDING ONE ANOTHER ful signs that real 

progress is being made 
in effort to bring greater mutual understanding among groups 
whose religious allegiances differ greatly and have in times 
past been hostile. Not long ago I had the pleasure of attend- 
ing in Oakland a luncheon of the Religious Fellowship 
formed there for the purpose of bringing together Jews, Ro- 
man Catholics and Protestants. These men meet on the 
ground of a common faith in God. They meet with respect 
for each other’s views. They meet in the attempt to. under- 
stand one another better. It is a long step from pogroms and 
inquisitions and burning at the stake to such a fellowship 
luncheon. 

So it is a long step from controversy and social ostracism 
to the kind of association which is suggested by the exist- 
ence of the Committee of the Federal Council (National Fed- 
eration of Churches) on Good Will Between Jews and Chris- 
tians. In connection with the work of that committee a letter 
has been recently sent out by the Jewish committee which 
is raising funds to help “meet the pitiable social, economic

Compensation Insurance 
By F. M. Leg, Treasurer 


The blanket policy covering diocesan officials and vicars, 
Grace Cathedral, Church Divinity School and so forth is 
being renewed and it seems timely to remind rectors, treas- 
urers and vestries that the State law requires all churches to 
carry such insurance. Further, to advise that the rate on 
clergy and assistants, organists and members of choirs has 
been increased from 10 cents for $100 remuneration to 22 
cents; on janitors and caretakers, from $1.05 to $1.18, while 
clerical office employes remain unchanged at 8 cents. 


If the premium on any parish totals less than $10 it is bet- 
ter to come into the diocesan blanket policy and pay no 
more than is necessary, as a separate policy is not issued for 
less than $10. Advise the treasurer of the Diocese.

Passion Play at Holy Innocents, San Francisco 


On Palm Sunday night a sacred drama entitled, “The

Compensation Insurance

The blanket policy covering diocesan officials and vicars, 
Grace Cathedral, Church Divinity School and so forth is 
being renewed and it seems timely to remind rectors, treas- 
urers and vestries that the State law requires all churches to 
carry such insurance. Further, to advise that the rate on 
clergy and assistants, organists and members of choirs has 
been increased from 10 cents for $100 remuneration to 22 
cents; on janitors and caretakers, from $1.05 to $1.18, while 
clerical office employes remain unchanged at 8 cents. 


If the premium on any parish totals less than $10 it is bet- 
ter to come into the diocesan blanket policy and pay no 
more than is necessary, as a separate policy is not issued for 
less than $10. Advise the treasurer of the Diocese.

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Much against the unanimous wish of 
FATHER BARRETT his parishioners the Rev. John Bar- 

rett has made effective his resignation 
of the rectorship of St. John’s Parish, Oakland, and left the 
parish at the end of April. I want to pay tribute to the ten 
years of faithful and devoted service which he has given at 
St. John’s under growingly discouraging conditions. He has 
worked with an ardor and a steadiness which has at times 
seriously menaced his health. He has given himself with un- 
failing generosity to all who have claimed his ministry. The 
poor, the “down-and-outs,” the vicious he has never turned 
away without the sympathetic attempt to help. He has been 
a genuine and beloved pastor to his own people and their 
leader in parish enterprises. He has encouraged in hard 
times. He has been cheerful and true and Christian in all 
the difficulties which the old parish has faced. Mrs. Barrett 
“has been one with him in all this fine effort and parish and 
Diocese alike regret their going. : 

The parish has for some time wished to move its church 
to another site in Oakland. Last fall when the rector pe, 
signed he was persuaded to stay on until some final disposi- 
tion of the matter could be reached. But such decisions can 
be reached only slowly. The other parishes in Oakland felt 
that provision was already being made for our people and 
our community responsibility in all the sites proposed by 
St. John’s. The Bishop and Standing Committee, who have 
final responsibility in granting permission for such a move 
as was contemplated, were unwilling to take immediate ac- 
tion because the Strategy Committee had planned a careful 
survey of the urban districts of the Diocese. That commit- 
tee had been appointed to advise on precisely such ques- 
tions and this survey was to be the basis of its recom- 
mendations. 

The survey has now been completed. The report on the 
East Bay district is in hand and the committee is now work- 
ing over it and preparing its recommendations. 

All this process takes a long time. We all wish it could 
have been speeded up and that Father Barrett could have 
stayed on at least until a decision had been reached. But 
the strain under which he has been working is very great 
and he is entitled to a long rest and a complete change. 
The good wishes of the Diocese go to him and Mrs. Barrett 
and to the parish which will so greatly miss them.

When, twenty-five years ago, Dr. 
A SIGNIFICANT BOOK Worcester and Dr. McComb pub- 
lished the famous book “Religion 
and Medicine” the principles upon which it was based were 
new and to many good people most startling. Christian Sci- 
ence and New Thought were regarded as strange and menac- 
ing movements. Here and there efforts had been made to ap- 
‘propriate for normal Christianity some of their remarkable 
achievements. The Emmanuel movement was, I think, the 
first consistent and scientific attempt on a large scale to do 
SO. 
Today the situation is-totally different. The place of re- 


ligion in healing is widely understood. The whole tone and 
attitude of Church people has changed, as is well witnessed 


in the new Prayer Book. There are many movements with 


more or+sless kinship to Dr. Worcester’s methods in the 
churches. In our own Church we have the Society of the 
Nazarene, the Guild of Health, the Abundant Life move- 
ment. Here in our own Diocese we have the Mission of 
Healing at Grace Cathedral, the work of Mrs. Lincoln and 
Dr. Boyd, beside many and varied kinds of parochial activ- 
ity. The whole situation has changed since “Religion and 
Health” appeared. 

Now after twenty-five years Dr. Worcester and Dr. Me- 
Comb write again in “Body, Mind and Spirit” of the mean- 
ing of it all, of the new light thrown by psychology and of 
the rich experience of twenty-five years of service. Here 
and there one will withhold assent, at least until further 
light comes; but the book as a whole is illuminating, stimu- 
lating, thought provoking,vastly encouraging and particular- 
ly in its latter part dealing with prayer and the religious life 
most helpful. 

At the recent Quiet Day 
WISDOM AND ENLIGHTENMENT held by the Woman’s 

Auxiliary (this year in 
co-operation with the Daughters of the King) at St. Luke’s 
Church, San Francisco, one of the special requests for prayer 
was “for wisdom and enlightenment.” I don’t know from 
whom it came. I have no idea whether the one who asked 
the prayer is a soul upon whom some darkness has fallen, 
or whether she is looking for guidance in some difficult task; 
or whether her thought is of the vast need of the whole 
Church for light upon the problems of modern life. But I 
do know that no petition can be more timely. 

The world is full of knowledge. We are deluged with 
“new things.” Every paper and magazine is crowded with 
information. To the making of many books there is no end; 
and merely to look at the mass of material to be studied 
about any particular matter is a weariness to the flesh. The 
old Jewish wisdom writer whom I quote was appalled at 
what study meant in his day. What would he think if he 
lived today? 

But with all this knowledge, what of wisdom, that nice 
balance, that well poised judgment, that seeing of things in 
right proportion, that readiness to throw aside prejudice and 
to sacrifice personal desires in the interest of truth and 
reality! What of that enlightened capacity to see clearly our 
own problems, our family troubles and difficulties, to get at 
them with that wisdom which begins in the fear of the 
Lord! The trouble with the world today is that it is stuffed 
with knowledge and has not yet found the wisdom which is 
from above to know how to use it. The trouble with so many 
of our lives today is that we, too, are stuffed with knowl- 
edge, gorged with information, swamped with things to do; 
but helpless because we have not the heavenly light. 

At the beginning of the year I suggested that the thought 
of God as light might be helpful to carry through the year. 
Because God is light we do not pray in vain “for wisdom 
and enlightenment.” 

There are many hope- 
UNDERSTANDING ONE ANOTHER ful signs that real 

progress is being made 
in effort to bring greater mutual understanding among groups 
whose religious allegiances differ greatly and have in times 
past been hostile. Not long ago I had the pleasure of attend- 
ing in Oakland a luncheon of the Religious Fellowship 
formed there for the purpose of bringing together Jews, Ro- 
man Catholics and Protestants. These men meet on the 
ground of a common faith in God. They meet with respect 
for each other’s views. They meet in the attempt to. under- 
stand one another better. It is a long step from pogroms and 
inquisitions and burning at the stake to such a fellowship 
luncheon. 

So it is a long step from controversy and social ostracism 
to the kind of association which is suggested by the exist- 
ence of the Committee of the Federal Council (National Fed- 
eration of Churches) on Good Will Between Jews and Chris- 
tians. In connection with the work of that committee a letter 
has been recently sent out by the Jewish committee which 
is raising funds to help “meet the pitiable social, economic

She was born in Pontiac, Michigan, 
where she lived with her parents, James and Maria Hunt, 
moved to Detroit. On the death of her beloved sister, Mrs.

Compensation Insurance 
By F. M. Les, Treasurer 


The blanket policy covering diocesan officials and vicars, 
Grace Cathedral, Church Divinity School and so forth is 
being renewed and it seems timely to remind rectors, treas- 
urers and vestries that the State law requires all churches to 
carry such insurance. Further, to advise that the rate on 
clergy and assistants, organists and members of choirs has 
been increased from 10 cents for $100 remuneration to 22 
cents; on janitors and caretakers, from $1.05 to $1.18, while 
clerical office employes remain unchanged at 8 cents. 


If the premium on any parish totals less than $10 it is bet- 
ter to come into the diocesan blanket policy and pay no 
more than is necessary, as a separate policy is not issued for 
less than $10. Advise the treasurer of the Diocese.

But they 
are facing the future bravely and cheerfully; one and all 
find much cause for thankfulness in spite of their troubles. 

“It was a great disappointment to me that I could not go 
to Lambeth and become acquainted with my brother bishops 
but it would not have been decent to leave almost on the 
morrow of my consecration.”

visit his old home and we rejoice that the way is now open 
and wish him and his family the happiest of vacations. May 
they have a “bon voyage,” a beneficial trip and a safe return 
to the Diocese. During their absence from St. Stephen’s 
Church, Gilroy, the Archdeacon and his family will be in 
residence for six weeks, when the Archdeacon will give a 
series of summer addresses. 


The weekend of Palm Sunday the Archdeacon visited St. 
Paul’s Church, Salinas, and St. Luke’s, Hollister. On Satur- 
day he found that the rector, the Rev. James A. Tancock, 
was seriously ill but we are happy to say that since then he 
has recovered his health and strength. The Archdeacon took 
the early celebration of the Holy Eucharist, spoke to the 
Church School children and then preached at the morning 
service. At this latter service quite a number of members of 
the local Rotary Club, of which Mr. Tancock is an esteemed 
member, were present. In the afternoon a visit was made to 
St. Luke’s Church, Hollister, where there was another good 
congregation and an excellent choir. The church at Hollister 
has been repainted and renovated, making the plant now 
most attractive. This is largely due to the good work of the 
Ladies Guild. 

St. James, Monterey, is making real progress under the 
leadership of the Rev. Rufus Chase. The church has been 
renovated, the chancel enlarged, the grounds beautified and 
considerable equipment has been added to the material 
fabric. There is a vested choir of about a dozen voices and 
a ladies’ Guild of some thirty members. On the occasion of 
the Archdeacon’s visit Miss Marcia Frisbee was the soloist 
and her sweet voice inspired the large congregation. Plans 
are under way for the erection of a parish house which will 
serve as a community center. 


With the Rev. Britton D. Weigle, the Archdeacon recently 
has visited Redwood City on two occasions and the people 
are making an Every Member Canvass in order to see whether 
they can provide for a resident clergyman. Redwood City is 
the county seat of San Mateo County and is building adp 
quickly with fine homes. The people of St. Peter’s realize 
that a great opportunity awaits the Church in Redwood City 
but feel that it is important that they have a resident clergy- 
man who will do real pastoral work. 


Since the Rev. Theodore Bell began his work as vicar of 
Trinity Church, Hayward, notable progress has been made. 
The congregation has steadily increased, so that the church 
is comfortably filled each Sunday. Under the direction of 
Mr. Bell the people are making a house-to-house canvass to 
ascertain the religious affiliations of the people of the com- 
munity, to welcome back any lapsed Church people and to 
cordially invite all who are not identified with any Church 
to our services. Greater interest is being manifested in the 
Church School, in the Guild and in the Men’s Club. The peo- 
ple feel fortunate in having such a leader as Mr. Bell and are 
loyally doing their best to help in making the Church a 
greater spiritual force in the community. If the progress con- 
tinues, as we are confident it will, we predict that before 
many years Trinity, Hayward, will become a self-supporting 
parish. . 

True Sunshine Mission, for Chinese of San Francisco, has 
an average attendance of 120 in the day school and a night 
school enrollment of 100 young men, with an average at- 
tendance of 60. Conditions are so crowded that three people 
have to sit in two seats. The day school is taught by the Rev. 
Daniel Wu, with the assistance of paid teachers, while the 
night school is directed by Mr. Wu, a staff of three inter- 
preters and many volunteer American teachers. The mission 
building is located at 966 Clay street, San Francisco, and 
the following services are held each Sunday: 8:00 a. m.— 
Holy Communion; 10:30 a. m—Church School; 11:30 a. m.

After the service the two young children of 
Mr. and Mrs. H. W, Dixon were baptized. 


Twice a year special services are held at our Iona Church- 
yard, Cypress Lawn Cemetery, near San Francisco, under the 
direction of the Rev. W. H. Bours, our Bishop’. chaplain. 
The Bishop himself takes the service on All Saints Day, 
while the Archdeacon preaches on Easter Monday. This year 
the congregation was very large and filled the chapel to 
overflowing. Credit is due to Mr. Bours for his painstaking 
care in making all necessary arrangements. The offering went 
toward the free plot for the use of Church people who die 
without leaving provision for proper burial. 


On the evening of Low Sunday, the Archdeacon visited the 
Stanford Club at All Saints Church, Palo Alto. There were 
some fifty students present, while in an adjoining room there 
was a group of some thirty or forty high school students, an 
evidence of the good work the Rev. Oscar Green is doing 
among the young people of Palo Alto. The Easter offering of 
All Saints Parish amounted to $1700 and this was augmented 
by a check from a generous individual for $1000, making a 
total of $2700, which is especially creditable. 


The Church School of Grace Cathedral has been reorgan- 
ized and is now under the care of Mr. J. C. Astredo. With 
his efficient leadership considerable progress has been made 
and the enrollment has almost doubled. It is the hope that 
the Cathedral Church School may be a model in excellence 
and efficiency for the entire Diocese. 

The Rev. and Mrs. Sydney Thomas of St. Stephen’s Church, 
Gilroy, with their two daughters, Misses Gwendolyn and 
Jennie, are planning to spend the summer vacation visiting 
relatives in England, Wales and Ireland. This is the first 
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opportunity Mr. Thomas has had in the past thirty years to 
visit his old home and we rejoice that the way is now open 
and wish him and his family the happiest of vacations. May 
they have a “bon voyage,” a beneficial trip and a safe return 
to the Diocese. During their absence from St. Stephen’s 
Church, Gilroy, the Archdeacon and his family will be in 
residence for six weeks, when the Archdeacon will give a 
series of summer addresses. 


The weekend of Palm Sunday the Archdeacon visited St. 
Paul’s Church, Salinas, and St. Luke’s, Hollister. On Satur- 
day he found that the rector, the Rev. James A. Tancock, 
was seriously ill but we are happy to say that since then he 
has recovered his health and strength. The Archdeacon took 
the early celebration of the Holy Eucharist, spoke to the 
Church School children and then preached at the morning 
service. At this latter service quite a number of members of 
the local Rotary Club, of which Mr. Tancock is an esteemed 
member, were present. In the afternoon a visit was made to 
St. Luke’s Church, Hollister, where there was another good 
congregation and an excellent choir. The church at Hollister 
has been repainted and renovated, making the plant now 
most attractive. This is largely due to the good work of the 
Ladies Guild. 

St. James, Monterey, is making real progress under the 
leadership of the Rev. Rufus Chase. The church has been 
renovated, the chancel enlarged, the grounds beautified and 
considerable equipment has been added to the material 
fabric. There is a vested choir of about a dozen voices and 
a ladies’ Guild of some thirty members. On the occasion of 
the Archdeacon’s visit Miss Marcia Frisbee was the soloist 
and her sweet voice inspired the large congregation. Plans 
are under way for the erection of a parish house which will 
serve as a community center. 


With the Rev. Britton D. Weigle, the Archdeacon recently 
has visited Redwood City on two occasions and the people 
are making an Every Member Canvass in order to see whether 
they can provide for a resident clergyman. Redwood City is 
the county seat of San Mateo County and is building adp 
quickly with fine homes. The people of St. Peter’s realize 
that a great opportunity awaits the Church in Redwood City 
but feel that it is important that they have a resident clergy- 
man who will do real pastoral work. 
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Since the Rev. Theodore Bell began his work as vicar of 
Trinity Church, Hayward, notable progress has been made. 
The congregation has steadily increased, so that the church 
is comfortably filled each Sunday. Under the direction of 
Mr. Bell the people are making a house-to-house canvass to 
ascertain the religious affiliations of the people of the com- 
munity, to welcome back any lapsed Church people and to 
cordially invite all who are not identified with any Church 
to our services. Greater interest is being manifested in the 
Church School, in the Guild and in the Men’s Club. The peo- 
ple feel fortunate in having such a leader as Mr. Bell and are 
loyally doing their best to help in making the Church a 
greater spiritual force in the community. If the progress con- 
tinues, as we are confident it will, we predict that before 
many years Trinity, Hayward, will become a self-supporting 
parish. 

True Sunshine Mission, for Chinese of San Francisco, has 
an average attendance of 120 in the day school and a night 
school enrollment of 100 young men, with an average at- 
tendance of 60. Conditions are so crowded that three people 
have to sit in two seats. The day school is taught by the Rev. 
Daniel Wu,. with the assistance of paid teachers, while the 
night school is directed by Mr. Wu, a staff of three inter- 
preters and many volunteer American teachers. The mission 
building is located at 966 Clay street, San Francisco, and 
the following services are held each Sunday: 8:00 a. m— 
Holy Communion; 10:30 a. m.—Church School; 11:30 a. m.

to Oakland each Sunday afternoon for Church School at 
1:30 o’clock, Church service at 2:30 o’clock, followed by a 
young people’s meeting at 3:30 p. m. There are 72 enrolled 
in the Oakland day school, with an average attendance of 20 
in the night school. Needless to say, a busier man among the 
clergy than our Chinese priest could not be found. This is 
the only Chinese work being done by our Church in conti- 
nental America. We can all be grateful to God for what Mr. 
Wu is accomplishing. 

On Low Sunday, April 12, the Rev. Edward H. Molony 
began his duties as rector of the Church of the Incarnation, 
San Francisco, and the people are rallying to give him their 
loyal support and co-operation. Mr. Molony’s leaving Christ 
Church, Los Altos, was the occasion for many expressions 
of sincere regret from people of all faiths. The pastor of the 
Union Protestant Church of Los Altos, the Rev. Thomas D. 
Landele, published in the local newspaper this tribute of 
affectionate regard: “Los Altos is sustaining a severe loss in 
the leaving of the Rev. E. H. Molony, who has accepted the 
appointment as rector of the Church of the Incarnation in 
San Francisco. During his six years as vicar of Christ 
Church he has endeared himself not only to his own congre- 
gation but to those outside. All Los Altos will follow him 
with their prayers and well wishes for his happiness and 
success in his new sphere of labor.” Mr. Molony is accom- 
panied by his daughter, Miss Sheila, who will lend grace and 
charm to the Incarnation rectory and who will be of con- 
siderable assistance in young people’s work of the parish. 


Reports from all parts of the Diocese tell of large Easter 
congregations in both city and country churches. At St. 


Mark’s Mission, King City, the Rev. A. B. Murray, a retired 
priest of the District of San Joaquin, officiated and in his 
report he says: “I was at the Church School at 9:45, with 
its forty-one pupils, and gave an address. This is the best 
managed and most efficient Church School I ever saw. Then 
we had the Communion service at 11:00 o’clock, with a con- 
gregation of 61. It was a very reverent and hearty service. 
I thoroughly enjoyed the whole visit.” His tribute to the 
Church School speaks well for the faithful labors of Dea- 
coness Thayer. 

The Rev. Harvey H. Hanson, rector of St. Peter’s Church, 
San Francisco, has resigned and will be associated with 
Dean Gresham on the staff of Grace Cathedral. Mr. Hanson 
has accomplished a fine piece of constructive work at St. 
Peter’s, building up one of the largest church schools in 
the Diocese. He also has an excellent choir, fine organiza- 
tions for the women of the parish, while the material fabric 
has been greatly improved St. Peter’s being one of the most 
attractive churches in the city of San Francisco. The church 
is located in one of the best residential districts and with 
proper spiritual leadership there should be a rosy future. 
We trust that the vestry will be guided in a wise choice. _ 


Mr. Benjamin Dawson, son of the Rev. Isaac Dawson, is 
now diocesan president of the Young People’s Fellowship. 
Early in the year he organized for the young men of our 
churches in the San Francisco and East Bay region a basket- 
ball league. The season has just closed, with the team of St. 
James, Oakland, winning the championship and that of In- 
carnation, San Francisco, placing second. Among the other 
teams that participated were those of St. Clement’s, Berke- 
ley; True Sunshine, San Francisco; St. Paul’s, Oakland and 
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Holy Innocents, San Francisco. Mr. Dawson has many plans 
for helping to make the organization more effective and we 
wish him every success. tas) 

St. Peter’s Church, Oakland, has lost a devoted and loyal 
parishioner in the recent tragic death of Mrs. Lillian Slinger- 
land, who was killed when struck by a speeding automobile. 
She was noted for her good works and fine Christian char- 
acter and her loss will be keenly felt. Our sympathy is ex- 
tended to her husband and to her two children in their deep 
sorrow. May comfort and consolation be theirs. 


During Easter week the people of St. John’s, San Fran- 
cisco, gave a reception in honor of their rector and his bride, 
the Rev. and Mrs. Harold Jenkins.

is of great assistance in the upbuilding of the work. The 
Rev. Mr. White, a former Presbyterian clergyman who is 
now residing in Carmel, is giving invaluable help in the 
work of the Church School. Sunday afternoon the Arch- 
deacon preached at vesper service at St.Mary’s-by-the-Sea, 
Pacific Grove, to another large congregation. The Rev. Mr. 
Clay has built up a well-trained junior choir, the members 
of which sang creditably several Easter selections. After 
service the new addition to the parish house, in the form of 
a well-equipped kindergarten room, was inspected and then 
tea was graciously served by Mrs. Clay in the adjoining 
rectory. A conference was held with the vestry of St. James, 
Monterey, in regard to plans for the summer months. Then 
on Monday, with Mr. Chinn, certain properties were in- 
spected in Carmel, with the hope of before long acquiring a 
suitable rectory for All Saints. Lunch was served by the 
ladies of the Guild and the Archdeacon told them of the mis- 
sionary work in the Diocese and invited as many as possible 
to attend the coming Wayside Cross Pilgrimage.

Visits.

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Field Department Notes 


MINUTES OF THE FIELD DEPARTMENT, MARCH 27 
By Porter, Chairman 


1. Those present were the Archdeacon and Messrs. Victor 
J. Robertson, Charles Gunn, Walter Trinkler, Walter Bake- 
well, Williard Burr, Norman Rushton, Winthrope Martin, J. 
A. Taff, M. E. Hopkins and F. M. Lee. Mr. Taff, senior warden 
of All Saints Church, Palo Alto, was welcomed as a new 
member and excuses were read from several who were un- 
avoidably absent. 


,2. The Archdeacon’s plan for the enlargement of the Field 
Department to include a member from each of the important 
parishes was approved and the members were glad to know 
that Albert C. Agnew will represent Christ Church, Alameda. 
Lucien C. Lance will represent St. Clement’s Church, Berke- 
ley. It is hoped that Robert Searles will represent St. Francis 
Parish, San Francisco. 


3. The Archdeacon suggested that an associate group be 
formed by having a key man in every parish and mission to 
act as the Field Department’s agent in getting the co-opera- 
tion of the parish or mission in putting into practice the 
Field Department’s plans. 


4. The Archdeacon reported that as part of the effort to 
make up the deficit in the diocesan budget for 1931 (at the 
request of the Diocesan Council and acting for the Field De- 
partment) he sent a letter to every clergyman, suggesting 
that the Church School Lenten mite box offerings be consid- 
ered as additional to the parish or mission pledge to the 
Church’s program. Out of thirty-five answers received to date 
thirty parishes and missions have emphatically agreed to 
such a course. It was deemed advisable that in future years 
it be assumed that the Lenten mite box offerings be addi- 
tional to parish pledges, with the exception of any cases of 
financial difficulty where a definite request is made. 


5. Plans for the fourth annual Lay Conference, to be held 
over the Labor Day weekend, September 5 to 7, were dis- 
cussed. Norman Rushton and M. E. Hopkins were appointed 
to investigate the Menlo School as a possible meeting place. 
Details of the program were left to the committee appointed 
at the last Lay Conference. 


6. The matter of the annual dinner given by the Field 
Department to the clergy of the Diocese was discussed and 
it was agreed to hold this dinner on the evening of Wednes- 
day, October 7. 


7. Plans for the fall campaign were outlined. The members 
felt that as part of the educational work the following things 
should be done: (a) That the attendance of as many laymen 
as possible be urged at the Lay Conference and that this con- 
ference include in its program definite instructions for can- 
vassers and practical ways of putting over the Church’s pro-

gram. (b) That the Archdeacon write a letter to parishes 
and missions that so far have not been particularly success- 
ful and offering the assistance of the Field Department. (c) 
This offer of assistance to consist chiefly of a vestry or other 
group conference with the attendance of the Archdeacon 
and one layman of the Field Department. (d) That strong 
parishes that have been successful in putting over the 
Church’s program act as “big brothers” in offering assist- 
ance to any nearby weak parish or mission in the matter of 
the Every Member Canvass setup. (c) That during October 


the Field Department have a weekly luncheon, inviting as - 


special guests any clergy and lay representatives of parishes 
and missions who might come to a better understanding of 
the Church’s task by such a friendly conference. (f) That 
the evening meetings of the fall convocations be under the 
direction of the Field Department for furthering the prepara- 
tory work of the Church’s program. 


8. It was thought best that the date of the diocesan Every 
Member Canvass be from November 8 to November 22, sub- 
ject, of course, to local conditions. 


Those Tame Little Compromises 


It has often been observed that the greatest enemies of the 
truth are not those who deliberately falsify; they are those 
who trim and hedge; who dodge and sidestep; who never 
speak or act without an inner, cool calculation as to the 
personal advantages; who make those tame little com- 
promises which corrode the truth-perception of the soul and 
sear the conscience with self-condemnation. 


In a masterly sermon preached in Grace Church, New 
York, by Russell Bowie and published in The Churchman 
under the title, “If Pontius Pilate Were in New York,” Dr. 
Bowie expresses in virile and dynamic language how the 
above-described trimmer and compromiser crucifies anew 
Jesus, the incarnate spirit of truth. 


The following excerpt exposes the true guilt of those who 
daily indulge in those devastating “tame little compromises.” 


“Consider how this same Jesus comes, in the great spir- 
itual fact of him, into the midst of our living world. We 
imagine sometimes that we have dealt with Him when we 
have come into the churches erected in His name, looked 
decorously at representations of Him in stained glass win- 
dows and confessed His name in ancient formularies that 
have no critical touch with modern life. But we can not 
thus be quit of our reckoning with Him. The real Jesus, the 
living and decisive expression of the reality of God, walks 
beside us in our everyday affairs and in our vital choices 
we must decide what we will do with Him. He is the chal- 
lenge of the spirit as against the interests of the flesh; and 
in that distinction which He compels, we must determine 
whether or not, like the traders in the temple, we will cling 
to our questionable profits and our unscrupulous money- 
making and money-keeping when these do violence to God’s 
spirit in our hearts. He is the challenge of that which is right 
against that which is merely popular; and when we refuse 
to hold unflinchingly to our ideals when our social set or 
the public opinion generally go clamoring the other way, 
then we have turned the spirit of Jesus over to His new 
crucifixion. He is the challenge of the hazardous against the 
safe and when in our private or our public lives we sur- 
render to the tame little compromises, wnich inwardly we 
despise, rather than stand for those things which will take 
much courage and much fortitude to prove, then again, like 
Pilate, we deliver Jesus to His enemies, to be put to death. 
When we look deep into our hearts, we know well that by 
the judgments, which instinctively we pass in those moral 
discriminations which represent our actual estimate of 
Jesus, we ourselves are judged. It is curious to note that 
Pilate, clothed with all his Roman authority to try Jesus 
and, if he chose, to condemn Him, came to the uneasy sense 
that he himself was on trial. He was pleading at the fn- 


‘escapable bar of his own conscience. He said, I am inno- 


cent. But the dramatic emphasis of the gesture by which he 
attempted to show his would-be innocence was a testimony 
to the secret guilt he felt. Confronted with the fact of Jesus, 
he had failed to measure up to his spiritual opportunity 
and inwardly he knew it. Has not the time come when you 
and I, as so-called Christian people, ought to know it equally 


today?”

Asilomar to Discuss the Church and World Problems 


How much is the Church really concerned about the prob- 
lems of the world today? This question is being asked by 


- many adults as well as young people. This has been taken as 


the basis for the Asilomar Summer Conference program and 
we are to have the good fortune of having with us through- 
out the conference our own Bishop. There is no one more 
interested or better able to handle {the question. 


Plans for Asilomar are being rapidly developed. The dates 
are from July 25 to August 1. We are to have a national rep- 
resentative, Miss Ruth Osgood, a field secretary for the 
Woman’s Auxiliary. The women of the Church want to have 
one course on the study book for ithe year and also are asking 
for the opportunity of discussing the program planned for 
the convention. This will make Asilomar extremely interest- 
ing to Church women. 


The young people of the Diocese, represented by a group 
of those present at the conference last year, have made their 
own program. They are asking for a course on worship, giv- 
ing them the opportunity of studying what worship is, what 
elements enter in and how services of worship are planned. 
They also seek for a course on the program of the Church 
that will present it as something real, alive and vital, showing 
them how they can take part in it. During the third hour the 
plan is to divide their group acocrding tto interests. One sec- 
tion will study program building, planning programs that 
can be used in the young people’s organizations they repre- 
sent. Another will continue the study of worship and use as 
a project the sunset services which have been conducted by 
the young people for some ‘time. In the third division they 
will study the use of the discussion method, practicing on 
the group. 

Laymen have asked for a course for themselves which will 
discuss ways in which the layman can be of more force and 
power in the life of his parish and so in the Church. This 
may be called the spiritual responsibility of the layman. The 
program of recreation for the conference is under direction 
of the Rev. David T. Gillmor. Miss Harvey, Miss Anderson 
and Mr. Merrix have been asked ‘to lead the young people’s 
discussion groups. Bishop Parsons will act as chaplain and 
make the address at the morning service. The Rev. Penrose 
Hirst is again acting as dean of the conference and the Rev. 
Dr. Deems is the chairman of the conference committee. 

What would you think of conducting this year, instead of 
a course on teacher training, a demonstration of how to 
teach? We could gather a group of children from near Asilo- 
mar and hold a two-hour session with them each day under 
the best leadership we can get. This will be an observation 
period for those who are Church School teachers. The third 
hour will then be used by them for discussion, suggestion 
and criticism. This would offer the opportunity of seeing 
many of the theories we are often told of in courses put into 
practice.

7. Training—Suggest that the Commission on Young Peo- | 
ple’s Work, under the Department of Religious Education, be 
asked to provide opportunities for better training along the 
line of needs. One member of the commission might be asked 
to give as much as two days to a parish, consulting with the 
rector about young people’s work, consulting with the advis- 
ors and giving training to individuals and committees among 
the young people. 

8. Interest—Suggest that there be members on commis- 
sion to promote interest in worship, study and service. 

9. Report—Have conference reported to chapters and to 
churches.

Student Notes 


Chinese children at the Oakland mission are being taught 
English by a gloup of Episcopal women students at the 
University of California. Three nights a week are spent in 
teaching the children to read English. This work, under Rev. 
Daniel Wu, is most worth while. 

A Chinese student at the Pacific School of Religion and a 
member of the Episcopal Church gave an excellent talk to 
the University of California’s Episcopal women’s group at 
a Thursday night meeting at St. Margaret’s House. He has a 
firm belief in the benefit of medical missions in ‘China. He is 
a graduate of the Boone School and the University of Peking 
and says that the standards in many of the Chinese schools 
are very high. His first teacher was Deaconess Phelps at St. 
Hilda’s. 

The student Lenten offering this year went to St. John’s 
Medical School, Shanghai. It is the second best medical 
school in the Orient. Rockefeller’s medical college ranks 
first. Bishop Perry’s son, a Harvard student, was in charge 
of the Lenten offering this year. 

Edna Eastwood, secretary for home study and work with . 
the isolated, was at St. Margaret’s House, Berkeley, during the 
recent Vocational Conference and spoke at the Saturday 
night banquet, telling of her experiences in rural work. 


Diocesan Libraries 
By Mrs. B. F. Nourse 


The Diocesan Commission on Adult Religoius Education 
suggested establishing libraries to further religious educa- 
tion. The response to this idea has been most gratifying for 
it has resulted in the establishing of four library centers 
around the bay, namely, St. Margaret’s House, Berkeley; St. 
John’s, Ross; All Saints, Palo Alto, and Trinity Church, oper- 
ating for San Francisco, until the opening of the Cathedral. 

The library of St. Margaret’s House, Berkeley, is under the 
direction of Miss Avis Harvey and is open to the Province. It 
contains, especially, material for Church School teachers and 
texts for the classroom, as well as children’s reference books. 
There are also books on missions and on worship. 

The library committee at St. John’s, Ross, is just begin- 
ning its work under the chairmanship of Mrs. Albert Evers. 
St. Paul’s, San Rrafael, and, we hope, other parishes in Marin 
County, plan to co-operate with St. John’s in making this 
library another successful center for the entire county. Fur- 
ther details of accomplishments will be published later. 

All Saints, Palo Alto, is opening a library under the chair- 
manship of Mrs. J. W. Mitchell, 252 Kingsley avenue. Infor- 
mation regarding the rules for use of the library may be 
procured from her. The library plans to serve not only the 
parish but the entire Convocation of San Jose. New books

In February, 1930, a library was opened at Trinity 
Church, San Francisco. The growth of interest in the books 
and the increase in the number of readers have been slow 
but at the present time there is a perceptible increase in 
interest and enthusiasm for the library. Reviews of Bovet’s 
“Child’s Religion” and Underhill’s “Life of the Spirit in the 
Life of Today” were given before Auxiliary B and mimeo- 
graphed copies of the review of “Child’s Religion” were dis- 
tributed at one of the Sunday services. The committee has 
planned to do more in book reviewing this fall. We are mem- 
bers of the Religious Book of the Month Club and subscribe 
for the magazine Religious Findings: Allowance is made for 
the purchase by the rector of one book a month. Some work 
in the clipping of articles from newspapers and magazines 
has been done, the subject this last year being India. Books 
used in discussion and study groups have been purchasable 
from the librarian. This has been a most convenient arrange- 
ment and has helped to interest people in the library. No 
small degree of the success of this library is due to the 
faithfulness of the librarian, Mrs. Jay W. Williams. Books 
may be’ obtained in the vestibule of the church on Sunday 
mornings, before and after services, and on Tuesday after- 
noons in the Guild room, 1668 Bush street. For people out- 
side the parish wishing to take out books there is a mailing 
service. By paying the postage, books will be mailed to any- 
one who wishes them.

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Outstanding Features of Asilomar Conference 


The Conference Theme 


The Diocesan Summer Conference, to be held at Asilo- 
mar, July 25 to August 1, has developed in an interesting 


“way around a single idea. Sooner or later, in every discus- 


sion of the program, be it among young people or the more 
mature, the matter of unemployment comes into our delib- 
erations. So persistent was it that finally it became the 
focus of all our thinking. In time it led to our main confer- 
ence objective. 


We were not long in calling to mind the words of Bishop 
Parsons, given us in his Convention address: “The millions 
looking hopelessly for work are a standing rebuke to our 
civilization. They remind us day by day as we see them on 
the street that we are altogether far from having discovered 
the Christian way of social life.’ Other words from that 
same address suggested the dominent thought for the confer- 
ence: “Unemployment is not a thing in itself. It is a sign of 
the fundamental inadequacy of our present industrial and 
social system. Indeed, that system is not only inadequate but 
pagan in much of its fundamental principle. We Christian 
people ordinarily do not see this clearly enough. or 
Until we learn that the Kingdom of God is a kingdom of co- 
operation and not competition we shall never permanently 
cure diseases like unemployment. But long before we can 
reach this fundamental cure we can enormously help the 
situation if we understand that the method by which the 
ideal is to be approached must be that of meeting each prob- 
lem as it comes, with the best of our intelligence and the 
right fundamental principles.” 

Working along this line, Bishop Parsons has developed a 
course, open to the whole conference body, which will sug- 
gest to us the methods of meeting intelligently some of our 


pressing social problems in the spirit of the Lord. In addi- 


tion, the evening sessions of the conference will be devoted 
to an open forum led by various civic and industrial lead- 
ers who are working upon these questions. . 


None of us is contented with things as they are. Few of us 
see clearly what can be done about it. Here is an oppor- 
tunity to learn how to loose the potential power of Chris- 
tianity in those areas of our common life which are baffling 
because complex and discouraging because baffling.

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Cathedral Notes 


Sunday, April 25, the Cathedral congregation worshipped 
for the last time in the crypt. Dean Gresham preached the 
sermon and Mr. S. Waldo Coleman, chairman of the build- 
ing committee, gave a brief talk on the future building pro- 
gram. Mr. Frank P. Deering, chairman of the music com- 
mittee and also a member of the building committee, as- 
sured the Cathedral congregation that the Cathedral’s fam- 
ous choir would continue to function as in the past. Dean 
Gresham announced that henceforth and until a Cathedral 
unit is completed for occupancy, the Cathedral congregation 
would worship in the newly-completed Chapel of Grace, 
there being two services on Sunday morning—one at 10:00 
and one at 11:00 o’clock, in order that every worshipper 
may be accommodated. The new Chapel of Grace will seat 
300 and with the two services the normal congregation will 
be taken care of. 

Four bays of the crypt are being demolished in order 
that the foundation may be laid and the steel erected for 
three bays of the nave. To many who have learned through 
years of association a reverence for the crypt, a number of 
photographs were made on the last Sunday, both inside, 
with the congregation present and exteriors with the choir 
and congregation leaving the crypt. Anyone interested in 
obtaining one or more of these photographs may view them 
at the building fund office, 1122 California street. 

Beginning May 1, the Rev. Harvey S. Hanson, former rec- 
tor of St. Peter’s Church, San Francisco, is welcomed to the 
Cathedral as assistant to Dean Gresham, Mr. Hanson comes 
to the Cathedral after many years of loyal service which 
began in 1900, when he became rector of St. James Church, 
Fresno, where he remained eleven years. His next charge 
was All Saints, San Francisco, after which he began his pas- 
torate at St. Peter’s, where he remained until the present 
time.

The Supersalesman 


The spirit of competition, which dominates life in every 
sphere—business, politics and even the Church—is devastat- 
ing to all that is tine, idealistic and sensitive in humanity.

It could be used as 
a theme for many a sermon on the Christian principle of the 


“supremacy of personality.” Mrs. Kelley writes as follows: 


“There has never been an age in which competition in all 
aspects of life was as highly developed as it is today. Al- 
ways, however retiring, however nervous, modest and un- 
assuming a man may naturally be, he must ‘sell himself.’ 
Selling oneself has become a slogan and an essential of life. 
In itself one would think the capacity to do so a gift to be 
used in moderation and with much thought. After all, the 
gigolo is the logical extreme of self-salesmanship and there 
are qualities quite opposed to ‘putting oneself across’ which 
are valuable and admirable components of character. But a 
man has no choice. Except for the rare individuals who can 


have publicity agents, men must tell everyone how good they 
are. 


“Mothers of grown children will perhaps differ with me 
when I say that it is one of the hardest things in the world 
to go against one’s early training. But it is none the less 
true. We bring up our sons to be modest and unassuming, to 
respect the opinion of their elders, not to go where they are 
unwanted; and then we send them out into a world where 
their success depends upon being self-confident, upon having 
initiative and upon forcing themselves and their ideas on 
busy, older men. And we never realize what a complete and 
often painful readjustment this means to them. There are 
some men who are definitely not able to make this adjust- 
ment and these are not always men who are weak or who 
are not mentally equipped to stand on their own fees There 
are men for whom it is temperamentally impossible ever to 
be ‘go-getters;? men who will never make money. These are 
the men one must despise whether or not their other attri- 
butes of character and spirit may make them distinct assets 
to the community. What do we mean when we say 
that a man is a failure? We mean that, for some reason or 
other, he has failed to make money. It is a state for which 
there is no mercy. The ‘fallen’ woman, the sorely-tempted 
thief, even sometimes the goaded murderer, may all hope for 
their meed of charity in the world. But never the man who 
hasn’t ‘made good.’ He may have the virtues of a saint, the 
brains of an Einstein, the wisdom of a Socrates; he may be 
a loving father, a tender and devoted husband—but if he has 


been unable to transmute these things into money, what i 
there to admire about him?” ys aS

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A most noteworthy meeting of the Diocesan Auxiliary was 
held on April 16 in the Cathedral Chapter House. As if to 
mark the fact that the rooms will now be devoted to housing 
Cathedral furnishings and can no longer be used for such 
gatherings, more than one hundred and twenty-five women 
assembled there for the last time, having come with special 
interest to hear a message from Mrs. Harper Sibley, member 
of the executive committee of the National Board of the 
Woman’s Auxiliary. None of them will fail to retain the 
vivid impression made by Mrs. Sibley’s charm, ability and 
eloquent setting forth of her subject. After a most heartfelt 
and tender tribute to Mrs. Monteagle, in which she acknowl- 
edged the debt which we all feel to that enthusiastic spirit, 
Mrs. Sibley gave the much-used word “Service” as the mo- 
tive of her talk, analyzing what a Christian should see in it, 
in taking the word letter by letter. Beginning with “S” she 
emphasized not the expected sacrifice but a greater word— 
surrender. “E” stands for enthusiasm in our service, the 
Greek meaning of it being “filled with God.” For “R” stands 
right relationship with God, especially in the kind of prayer 
which seeks guidance, following surrender. The necessity of 
prayer was very wonderfully brought out, with illustrations 
from modern saints. “V” suggests voluntary service, not from 
pressure or precedent but a free gift. “I” is intelligent serv- 
ice. We need training in these days, careful preparation, 
wise use of talents and of time; the kind of training for 
which St. Margaret’s stands and which the summer confer- 
ences at Asilomar can give, “C” is the character of our serv- 
ice—“What you are speaks so loud I can not hear what you 
say.” The final “E” indicates entirety, the complete giving 
of ourselves, with no unconsecrated areas in our lives. This 
outline fails to express any idea of the beauty and consecra- 
tion with which Mrs. Sibley illuminated the usually over- 
worked word service, although her own personality fully 
showed forth her thought in a most unusual degree, as the 
meanings of the seven letters fairly glowed through her. 
She then told of the Woman’s Auxiliary program for the 
Triennial in Denver, which will be a study of five great 
problems of our day in relation to the mind of Christ, as 
we strive to know it. The five are as follows: First, Family 
Life—More must be expressed by Christians as to Christ’s 
ideal, the sacramental aspect of marriage and family rela- 
tionships, to offset the popular views of Bertrand Russell, 
Judge Lindsay and others. Second, Economics and Industrial 
Problems—Capitalism on trial. We can not help admiring the 
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self-giving among the Bolshevists. Third, International Re- 
lations. Fourth, Inter-racial Relations. Fifth, Modern Prog- 
ress in True Religious Thought. Each of these subjects will 
be presented by a speaker and round table discussions will 
follow, leading to certain findings by the several commit- 
tees. We owe much to Mrs. Sibley’s clear and courageous 
presentation of what Christian woman must see as their op- 
portunity and task. 

Preceding the address Mrs. W. B. Allen, custodian of the 
United Thank Offering, gave a very earnest and forceful ap- 
peal for special efforts in getting more women to join in 
this expression of thankfulness by taking blue boxes and 
keeping alive their sense of gratitude by their gifts. She re- 
ported a total of $6695, which must be augmented by $3344 
by September 1 if the $10,000 goal which was given last 
Triennial is to be reached again. She asked all to pray earn- 
estly and labor diligently to this end. The final Thank Offer- 
ing service will be held on September 3 in the new Chapel 
of Grace, whence the entire sum will be taken for presenta- 
tion on September 17 at Denver. 

Mrs. Fessenden complimented the parishes on their excel- 
lent contribution of garments and household articles which 
had been made during Lent and were on exhibition in Grace 
Chapel, where many visitors inspected and admired them. 
These are destined for Eagle, Alaska and for Bontoc, Philip- 
pine Islands. Special interest was shown in the attractive 
contributions made by the Girls’ Friendly groups and the 
labors of love from the Old Ladies Home—all expressing a 
true desire to give of their best. Mrs. Fessenden’s resignation, 
tendered some months ago, now goes into effect and mem- 
bers regretfully bid her farewell after her faithful and con- 
scientious service of ten years. Her successor, whom we wel- 
come, is Mrs. Harold Plummer of St. Luke’s, San Francisco. 
A co-chairman is to be appointed in the near future. 

Miss Avis Harvey most ably presented the program and 
plans for Asilomar, July 25 to August 1, which are unusually 
fine this year. The young people have planned a very serious 
and inspiring program of their own, with a special plea for 
the leadership of Bishop Parsons in a study of world prob- 
lems. Bishop Quinn of Texas will be on the faculty. Miss 
Ruth Osgood, a United Thank Offering worker, will lead 
classes for the Woman’s Auxiliary and others. The week 
promises to be a most valuable one for all who attend. 

After the address an offering was taken, to be given 
toward the diocesan deficit. Tea was served by Mrs. Frank 
Ainsworth and her committee. Mrs. Nichols poured and 
all were glad to have her as a special dispenser of the Aux- 
iliary’s hospitality. 

There will be a meeting of the Auxiliary on Thursday, 
June 4, at which delegates to the provincial meeting at 
Phoenix, Arizona, will give a special message. The place of 
meeting will be announced later.

The spring meeting of the Diocesan Assembly, to take 
place on April 25, will be held this year in St. Luke’s Church, 
San Francisco. At this meeting Convocation reports for the 
entire year will be heard, for the reason that the semi-annual 
reports, which were to have been read at the fall meeting, 
were unavoidably postponed owing to the pressure of other 
business. The by-laws of the diocesan constitution provide 
for three meetings on stated days during the year. On Satur- 
day nearest October 28 (the anniversary of the first Bishop 
of California, the Rt. Rev. William Ingraham Kip) the Octo- 
ber meeting, called the Annual Day, is held. At this meeting 
officers are elected and the main business for the year trans- 
acted. The January meeting, in the form of a united service 
of the Brotherhood of St. Andrew and the Daughters of the 
King, is held, as a rule, on the Sunday preceding Diocesan 
Convention. The third, the April meeting, takes place the last 
Saturday in April and is of a more social nature than the 
‘others, its purpose being to encourage a better acquaintance 
between chapters as well as between individual members. 

It is pleasing to be able to say that Miss Grace Osborn, 
diocesan treasurer, who for some time past has been a 
patient at St. Francis Hospital, is now on the way to re- 
covery. 

A new chapter has been formed in connection with Christ 
Church, Los Altos, and is called the Margaret Molony Chap- 
ter. It starts with a membership of eleven, who have selected 
Mrs. Orynthia Copeland for the first president.

"A Prophet of the New Revival 


There are many prophets of the new religious revival 
which is already breaking out in our midst. Some of them 
are very radical and would do much destruction before out- 
lining their new program. Others are too hesitant and 
apologetic, fearing that a too emphatic language will dis- 
turb the peace and quiet of the faithful. 

Among those who do not fear to speak out and yet who 
have a true, constructive method, is Dr. Luther A. Weigle, 
dean of the Yale Divinity School. We count it a privilege to 
quote the following excerpt from an article by Dr. Weigle 
entitled, “The New Paganism and the Coming Revival,” pub- 
lished in the Federal Council Bulletin. 

“T believe that we are upon the threshold of a great revival 
of religious faith. The world is beginning to sense its spir- 
itual hunger. Just as the closing years of the eighteenth cen- 
tury, with their barren deism and open infidelity, were fol- 
lowed by the evengelical awakening, the great revival, the 
Methodist movement and the fervors of pietism, we may ex- 
pect that the denials and excesses of present unbelief will 
lead to a new spiritual awakening. In some respects it will 
doubtless be like that of the early nineteenth century—it 
will be quiet, without noise or cataclysmic overturnings but 
as pervasive as leaven and as powerful as the rays of the 
sun. In other respects it will be different—it will, I think, be 


less individualistic and more social-minded; less emotional 
and better grounded in the understanding of the laws of 
nature and of life; less given to escape from the world and 
more eager to remake the world and to build therein the 
City of God. 


“Such a revival will not come through the mere re-assertion 
of old authorities or the reiteration of time-worn dogmas. 
We are living in a different world from that of our fathers. 
We need not the forms of the old-time religion but its spirit. 
The times demand of us, not the mere transmission of a moral 
and spiritual heritage but creative thinking and adventurous 
action. We must labor and pray for insight and understand- 
ing to discern what is right and for power to do the right 
in this vastly complex world of our day. 


“To this end we must in all of our thinking and doing con- 
sistently maintain a social point of. view and have courage 
to explore the possibilities of the social gospel. Let none 
think, because I mention self-indulgence in drink and sex as 
vices of present-day paganism, that I am blind to its subtler 
and more perplexing aspects—to the economic injustice, in- 
dustrial exploitation, political chicanery and race barriers 
which cramp and hinder uncounted multitudes in their quest 
for the abundant life, impede the growth of genuine democ- 
racy and prevent the realization of human brotherhood. .. . 

“We must, again, in all of our thinking and doing main- 
tain the educational point of view, God’s work demands not 
less but more of human intelligence than the transient inter- 
ests of the day. In morals and religion no less than in poli- 
tics, business ,industry and the sciences, the quest of truth 
demands severe self-discipline, a full measure of honest 
labor and complete intellectual integrity. We must seek again 
to make religion a vital part of the education of our children; 
we must regain for the cause of Christ the great colleges of 
this land which were founded in His name; we must make 
our own faith intelligent; we must accept and use to all good 
ends the tremendous resources which the sciences and the 
arts are placing at our disposal. : 


“Finally, we must in all of our thinking and doing maintain 
the evangelistic point of view. We are not our own; we are 
God’s husbandry, God’s building. Our lives well up from 
forces wide and deep as the universe; they are rooted and 
sustained in ultimate reality. It is the faith of the Christian 
that the heart of reality stands revealed in Jesus Christ, that 
God is what Christ showed Him to be. That faith, that gospel 
has lifting, saving power. Evangelism is not to be defined 
in terms of method but in terms of attitude, spirit and faith. 
It is a great mistake to limit our thought of evangelism to 
itinerant revivalists or even to preachers and preaching. 
Any method, any movement, any institution that brings the 
gospel of Jesus Christ to bear in vital, effective, saving power 
upon the lives of human beings, men, women or children, 
old or young, is in the true sense of the term evangelistic. 

“In the power of the Spirit of God let us meet the pagan- 
ism of our day with a social gospel that is content to leave 
no part of life and no child of God outside of the Kingdom, 
with an educational program that enlists in the cause of 
Christ the whole range of human powers, and with an 
evengelism wide enough to include the full redemptive pur- 
pose of Him who came that men might have life and have it 
abundantly.”

Social Service

ka While, pursuant to administrative policy, Religious Educa- 
{ tion, Social Service and Missions are made separate depart- 

ments of ecclesiastical enterprise, they are so intimately re- 

lated in spiritual values that every one of the three is a phase 
of the other two. 

Bo? ae Notable turning-points in the Scriptural history of spir- 
Be ituality, by the cumulative force of their evidential values, 
ee reveal Social Service as a token of friendship with God. 
eg Concerning “the mystery of godliness,” St. Paul declared 
i that in Christ Jesus “God was manifest in the flesh.” Jesus 

od assured the disciples “Ye are my friends, if ye do whatso- 

ever I command you.” Accordingly: Friendship with Jesus is 

friendship with God. 

i In the light of obedience being the test of love for Jesus— 
he “If ye love me, keep my commandments”—and that an evi- 

dence of friendship with God, St. Peter made clear that 

ne friendship with the ascended Jesus is possible, when he 

{ wrote concerning Him “Whom not having seen ye love; on 

whom, though now ye see him not, yet believeing, ye rejoice 

greatly with joy unspeakable.” 

That good works, in fulfilment of social duties, are the 
practicality of friendship with God was revealed by Jesus 
in response to the wonderment of those who were declared

by Him meet to enter into the joy of final blessedness, be- 
cause of faithful service in behalf of mankind. “Inasmuch as 
ye have done it unto one of the least of these my brethren, 
ye have done it unto me.” The actuality in that reply finds 
classical illustration in the incidents of Christ’s post-resur- 
rection appearance to the two disciples on the way home to 
Emmaus. Thinking that they were accosted by a stranger— 
“Jesus himself drew near, and went with them”—they 
eventually perceived that their hospitality had been extended 
to the very Christ. Friendship with God is manifested in 
friendliness to mankind. 

As standardized in the parable of the Good Samaritan, So-

St. James, in his exposition of the elements of vital piety, 

implied that Social Service is undertaken as a venture of 

faith. “Abraham believed in God, and it was imputed unto 


him for righteousness: and he was called the Friend of God.” 
a The writer of the Epistle to the Hebrews generalized the 
> possibilities of spiritual contacts through neighborship. “Let 
| : brotherly love continue. Be not forgetful to entertain strangers; 
for thereby some have entertained angels unawares.” 

Among many others, the public institutions of San Fran- 
hie cisco are veritable workshops, in which to prove the spir- 

itual advantages incident to social service occupations. Dur- 
ing one of the epidemics of influenza, a patient and her new- 
born infant were being cared for at the San Francisco Hos- 
pital. Anxious about her family at home, all of whom were 
ill with the influenza, she made request that they be visited. 
A call brought to the door a young boy, tall and wan; an- 
other boy lay on a couch in the front room, while, confined 
to bed in a side room, were the father and two little 
daughters. On a table at the bedside was a quart bottle half 
full of milk—all the food in the house. It may not be need- 
ful to add that necessities of life were promptly secured for 
them. The mother was reassured by the message brought 
from home; and, in due time, the visitant had the privilege 
of baptizing the baby. 

In missionary enterprise Social Service is a means to 
evangelical ends, and involves the extension of personal in- 
fluence in the interest of society at large for the propaga- 
tion of a Christian community consciousness. The Pharisees’ 
complaint of the growing influence of Jesus, “If we let him 
thus alone, all men will believe on him,” is an illustration 
of the spiritual values that may be capitalized in a healthy 
public opinion. 

One of the Church’s outstanding responsibilities is to make 
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its influence felt, not as an obtrusion, but as a leavening 
power for social good, permeating the activities of the multi- 
tudinous institutions characteristic of community life. In 
this connection reference may be made to St. Luke’s Hos- 
pital, Tokyo, as an exemplar missionary agency. In a certain 
sense an institution is a community compend, and, accord- 
ing to circumstances, may become a field rich in evangelical 
possibilities. 

Training in the fundamentals of Social Service makes the 
Boy Scouts of America one of the finest of nation-wide or- 
ganizations. 

The simplicity and beauty of consecrated womanhood in 
its devotion to the blessedness of domestic life, as pictured 
in the Book of Ruth and sustained amid the troublous times 
of the Judges, is in evidence of the inestimable social values 
to national welfare of normal home-making. 

Christian service is immediately for the spiritual benefit of 
that section of society directly within the influence of per- 
sonal contact. “Whatsoever thy hand findeth to do, do it 
with thy might.” 

Everyone, young or old, high or low, rich or poor, ac- 
cording to opportunity, in simply doing what one can toward 
the fulfilment of any phase of social responsibility is doing 
effective social service. 

In abiding friendship with God, what a wonderful out- 
look on the blessedness of doing good is had in the lines of 
that beautiful prayer set hymn-wise: 


Oh, use me, Lord, use even me, 

Just as Thou wilt, and when, and where; 
Until Thy blessed face I see, 

Thy rest, Thy joy, Thy glory share.

Com- 
municants and income have more than doubled. A rectory 
and parish house have been built. Enthusiasm, unity of 
spirit and honest devotion have increased. This ten years of 
work at St. Peter’s crowns a long and fine service of thirty- 
three years in the Diocese—as assistant at Trinity, San 
Francisco; as rector of St. James, Fresno (at that time part 
of the Diocese), and rector of All Saints, San Francisco. 
Mr. Hanson had intended to retire in June altogether from 
active work but Dean Gresham has persauded him to assist 
for the present at the Cathedral. The Diocese is happy not 
to lose him; the Cathedral is happy to gain him. 

Recently we wished the Rev. David Gillmor God’s bless- 
ing in assuming the rectorship of St. Luke’s, Los Gatos. 
Now we welcome to the Incarnation, San Francisco, as 
Mr. Gillmor’s successor, the Rev. Edward H. Molony of 
Los Altos. Mr. Molony comes to the Incarnation in the full- 
ness of his powers, with the enthusiasm and vision of 
youth. a Diocese wishes him and the parish Godspeed.

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Worship and Discipleship 
(From Editorial in The Churchman) 


On a recent Sunday afternoon the Rev. Dr. Harry Emerson 
Fosdick startled many of his radio hearers with the asser- 
tion that when the world failed to dispose of Christ by 
crucifying Him, it endeavored to do so—and with more suc- 
cess—by worshiping Him. By dressing Him in an elaborate 
creed, said the preacher, by “hiding His piercing eyes in 
the smoke of sacramental adoration,” by building sanctuaries 
where His social ideals might fade away into mysticism, 
Christians have too often taken Jesus away from the com- 
mon ways of men, where He might talk and teach them how 
to live. 

One of our readers, the Rev. William Henry Talmadge, has 
in our “Open Forum” complained that since the. preacher 
has no remedy for an unchristian economic system by 
which he himself in large degree profits, he might better 
have left to their “worship” the millions of Christians who 
get much personal happiness by that means and do apply 
Christ’s principles—outside of business hours. 

Yet the objection of our correspondent seems to us to 
strengthen, rather than weaken, the preacher’s case. Surely 
Fosdick, in his provocative statement, has reminded us of 
the fundamental failure of traditional orthodoxy. St. Paul, 
the Fourth Gospel, the Nicene Creed, all place Jesus Christ 
at the axis of the universe; it is He in whom “all things hold 
together;” He is the Master of all life, to whom all must be 
subjected, through whom alone it finds meaning. 

But who will maintain that those who have been most 
zealous in defending the orthodox theological interpretation 
of these principles have been most active in their practical 
acceptance? Have those who have struggled most intrepidly 
for the full recognition of traditional orthodoxy been those 
who have insisted most emphatically that Jesus must rule in 
the world of politics, business and private morals? There 
have been instances—many of them in the Middle Ages— 
where-the Church has officially attempted to enforce the 
commands of Jesus, though too often in a legalistic, negative 
and Pharisaic rather than in a Christian sense. 

But we fear that traditional orthodoxy does not stand up 
well under a strictly pragmatic test. One is almost tempted 
to believe that there is an inverse ratio between theologica! 
corectness and ethical endeavor. Of course, there still re- 
mains a subconscious remnant of the age-long view that the 
last judgment should be thought of chiefly as a college en- 
trance examination, that “believing” certain théories is the 
means of salvation and that “mere ethics” is a subordinate 
matter. 

We do not believe—nor, we think, does Dr. Fosdick—that 
we should abandon efforts toward a rational understanding 
of the place of Jesus. We must have creeds, whatever we 
call them, and the Christian must worship Christ. But must 
we not realize that the reality of that worship is measured 
not by our acceptance of certain theological theories but by 
our willingness and with the “mind of Christ,” to devote our- 
selves unreservedly to Jesus’ plan of life? Modern psychology 
and the teaching of the Master agree thatthe mere acceptance 
of theories is as likely to provide a convenient escape from 
action as a stimulus to it. Not every man that saith, “very 
God of very God” shall enter into the Kingdom of Heaven 
but he that doeth the will of the Father.

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Critical Realism in the Church 


Too long have our popular preachers and editorial writers 
in the religious press been mere apologists for an outworn 
and decadent theology, for narrow and bigoted sectarianism, 
for the “status quo” of our economic order. They have 
dished out “official flapdoodle” and scrapbook pabulum 
' from the pulpit and sprayed perfume of melliflerous verbiage 
over fashionable congregations to cover the glaring iniquities 
of our modern, pagan life. : 


It is a hopeful sign when we begin to find some stark 
realism expressed by our writers on modern religion. Such 
an example is a recent article entitled, “The Mind of Christ 
and the Mood of Today,” by Halford E. Luccock, in The 
Christian Century. The following excerpt from this article 
will tingle the ears of those in our Church who have fallen 
into a sweet slumber and amiable self-satisfaction with things 
as they are. . 


“The increase within a decade, notably within the last 
five years, in the spirit of critical realism is one of the 
greatest assets for moral progress now discernible. Let it be 
granted freely that large sections of the populace and the 
Church are as innocent of any trace of radical criticism of 
the present order as are the cherubs of a pre-nursery 
school; that hoary slogans and platitudes and shibboleths 
in politics, economics and religion hold undisturbed sway 
over multitudes, just as though nothing had happened since 
Lincoln was the first Republican President. Nevertheless, 
against this solid mountain of tradition and sanctified optim- 
ism there has been growing a body of incredulity, of critical 
questioning. Roy Howard of the Scripps-Howard press re- 
cently said of Heywood Broun that he was ‘no mere phrase 
carpenter or jokesmith but an artistic debunker of official flap- 
doole.’ There is an increasing mass of debunking of official 
-flapdoodle all the way from the artistic performances of 
Stuart Chase and Harry Ward to the instinctive rebellion of 
the man on the street against swallowing the official bed- 
time stories of the privileged powers in the economic world. 
It is all a distinct asset for the kingdom of God. 


“This year there is a formidable conviction that there is 
something radically and fundamentally wrong when, in the 
richest country in the world, one-tenth of those gainfully 
employed are out of work. Listen to the bishops of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church as they reflect this disillusioned 
and questioning mood in a statement issued at their Novem- 
ber, 1930, meeting: 

“With all our abundance, millions of our citizens are 
dependent upon the charity of their neighbors for their 
sustenance. We can not view this anomalous situation with- 
out a deep and disquieting conviction that there is something 
fundamentally wrong with a social system that, in the midst 
of abundance, dooms untold numbers of our people to un- 
bearable poverty and distress through no apparent fault of 
their own. We can not escape the conclusion that a more 
equitable distribution of wealth is basic to any genuine’ and 
permanent improvement of the welfare of mankind as a 
whole. Especially do we believe that every man is entitled 
to the full fruits of his own labor and that no man has a 
right to eat his bread in the sweat of other men’s brows. 
Further, we can not escape the conviction that there is 
something basically unjust in a system that allows an indus- 

try to absorb the surplus earnings of its employes in pros- 

perous periods and to cast them aside for society to care for 
when their labors are no longer profitable. Those who re- 
ceive the benefits of labor in good times should bear their 
fair share of labor’s maintenance in lean times.’ 

“Now, the Methodist bishops as a group have never been 
accused of being the agents of Moscow, not even by Freddie 
Marvin in his most inspired moments. Two or three of-them 
may have been under suspicion in certain quarters as being 
second cousins of Stalin but as a group they do not get on 
the blacklists. Indeed, Theodore Roosevelt once declared 
that if the wanted to know what the majority of the people 
were thinking he would ask the Methodist bishops. Perhaps 
this was not as great a compliment as he intended. sut, at 
any rate, their utterances have value as evidence of the 
thinking, not of a select group of radicals but of large num- 
bers. In spite of incessant barrages of official optimism, of 
treating unemployment by mental healing and all varieties 
of faith cure, in spite of explanations, changed daily, of the 
depression, running all the .way from diabolical Russia to 


prohibition, there has been a conviction among many that 
until we challenge the motives as well as the methods of our 
economic order, until we have some form of social control 
in place of unrestricted profit seeking, until we have a wider 
distribution of income instead of the present concentration 
we can have no permanent cure for the present evils. And 
that conviction is one door through which the mind of 
Christ may come. 

“One of the most intangible but almost invulnerable moods 
which obstruct the building of a Christian society is a clus- 
ter of. unscrutinized traditions and axioms which may be 
summed up under the heading, ‘American folk lore.’ It is the 
stolid and at times unconscious resistance not only to social 
and economic change but to the mere suggestion of any need 
for change. It is, in the literal sense of the word, a ‘pious’ 
mood, to which any questioning of the ‘rugged individual- 
ism’ supposed to be the only cause and sure guarantee of 
prosperity is as blasphemous and irrational as questioning 
the law of gravitation. Indeed, to that mood, individualism 
and its expression in the sanctity of unrestricted profits is 
the law of gravitation. The very intangibleness of this mood 
makes it a difficult obstacle to contend with. The struggle is 
like that of Peer Gynt with his formless opponent in the bog 
—he never could flesh his sword ir the thing itself. 


“Tt is interesting to remember that some of the momentous 
struggles of historical Christianity have been against folk 
lore-—the folk lore of the barbarians of the forest of North- 
ern Europe—the folk lore of the Druids; of the Orient and 
Pacific islands. Today we are living in another chapter in 
that same conflict, though the nature of the folk lore has 
changed. It-is no longer totems, Thor, physical taboo. It is a 
folk lore, not of a forest of trees but of a forest of smoke- 
stacks, of the market place; its glorified totem pole is the 
skyscraper. That feeling of the unassailable rightness of our 
whole economic philosophy and order, making sacrosanct 
not only the exploitations and brutalities of much of indus- 
try but even its glaring inefficiencies, is a real Antichrist. 


“One of the classic expressions of this naive lore is to be 
found in President Hoover’s speech at the sesqui-centennial 
of the battle of King’s Mountain last October. ‘In the Ameri- 
can system,’ he said, ‘through free and universal education 
we train the runners, we strive to give them an equal start, 
our Government is the umpire of its fairness. The winner is 
he who shows the most conscientious training, the greatest 
ability, the strongest character.’ That last sentence would 
make a striking caption to put under a collection of photo- 
graphs of our miles of breadlines. It is good to be assured 
on such high authority that the winner. is the man with the | 
strongest character! The winners who divided the $36,000,- 
000 bonus of the Bethlehem Steel Company must have had 
exceedingly strong characters! Did the Messrs. Grimm ever 
approach, in their most fantastic fairy tales, anything half 
as preposterous as this solemn utterance of President 
Hoover? What we have called ‘folk lore’ in this connection 
is not a legitimate and commendable devotion to genuine 
social values which have inhered and do inhere in American 
life. It is the uncritical idolization of present codes of profit- 
making which presents an impassable barrier to the mind 
of Christ in the industrial and economic order. 


“A clear example of the acceptance of the present order as 
a finality above discussion appears in an unsigned book re- 
view in The Christian Century for March 4, 1931. The 
writer quotes this sentence from Tilgher’s ‘Work: What It 
Has Meant to Men Through the Ages’: ‘Capitalistic civiliza- 
tion has stood towering like a great, many-storied skyscrap- 
er. Now—its foundations cracking, its steel beams attacked 
with rust—it begins to sway crazily and threatens to crash 
in ruins.’ Then the reviewer goes on to say, with the air of 
finality of a person reciting the multiplication table, ‘Now, 
capitalism is better than any form of socialism.’ That sen- 
tence reminds one of the schoolboys definition of an axiom 
as something so plain you don’t need to see it. Is it so 
blazingly clear in this year of 1931 that capitalism is so 
much better than any form of socialism? Then the reviewer 
goes on to prescribe that ‘the way of safety seems to lie in a 
return to the almost forgotten practice of thrift.” Happy 
thought! Why all this to-do about wage cuts and unemploy- 
ment? Thrift is the answer! Tell it to the breadlines! When 
men accept the present order as though it were part of the 
God-ordained foundation of the world, as indispwtable as the 
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law of specific gravity, that mood proclaims to any new ex- 
perimentcr, ‘Keep out.’ 

“Akin to this is the mood, more definite and positive than 
the foregoing, which deliberately locks the door to the en- 
trance of the mind of Christ into the social and economic 
life. That mood does not preclude religion by any means. 
But it frequently worships Jesus with a lullaby. 

“How many times, when elemental human rights are in 
the balance, has the injnction been—‘Hushaby, Jesus, stay 
in your manger crib! This is a practical world.’ Aren’t those 
words an exact transcription of the mood of the many 
whose chief contribution to international peace is the con- 
junction ‘but’—‘T am for peace but we most have the biggest 
navy in the world’? King Leopold of Belgium, uncle of 
Queen Victoria, once gave to her in her youth this gem of 
worldly-wise advice: ‘The established Church I also recom- 
mend strongly; you can not, without pledging yourself to 
anything in particular, say too much on the subject.’ ‘With- 
out pledging yourself to anything in particular’—how well 
those words sum up a mood of today! ‘Nothing in particu- 
lar”—nothing like yellow dog contracts, Jim Crow cars, com- 
pulsory military training, unemployment insurance, rac- 
keteering by power trusts! Hushaby, Jesus!”
